Roosevelt would welcome the plan, 
vhich was agreed upon in a Senate- 
House conference committee last 
night. It goes far to meet his de- 
mands for stiff taxes to induce cor- 
porations to distribute more income 
to stockholders and for additional 
taxation on dividends. 


The conference agreement must 
o v be ratified by both chambers. It 
3 generally .expected to encounter no 
serious trouble in the House, but 
sums Senate foes cf the bill went so 
far today as to say privately that 
nearly half of the membership of 
that body had determined to vote 
against it. No filibuster was predict- 
ed, however, and administration lead- 
ers hoped to pass the bill In time to 
adjourn Congress late 
Saturday 


night.
